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1. Local persons with money have no courage to invest their funds in industrial ; 
enterprises; they are perfectly willing to let the government undertake such , 
work. There is an industrial bank, but it had misunderstood its function, which | 
was to lend money for enterprises. Instead, it had tried to actually operate " 
various businesses, and because of this misunderstanding, it was not being 
fully utilized. 


2. I inquire? auee the significance was of the change in the irrigation department, 
by CC had been dismissed as Director and had been 
replaced tx Hassani, an Iraqi: The reply was that the change had great 
signific 1 Kor private engineering firms, particularly US engineering firms, 
because had been anti-corBoxXtexits, and especially anti-US consultants. 
The result has been that under reign, the irrigation development had 
lagged, although there weromilAions of acres of land to be developed.

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The circulation of the local Arab-language press is small; the largest is perhaps 
six or seven thousand.
